In introducing the bill Mr. Call said the 
work was ofthe utmost immediate necessi- 
ty, as the recent fire had destroyed the for- 
mer warehouse and dock and almost the 
whole city of Key West. 

The bill provides an appropriation of a hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

Mr. Frye reported favorably from the com- 
mittee on commerce an amendment intended 
to be proposed to the postoffice appropriation 
bill.

? Mr. Platt then took the floor on his a 
e 
question was a political one, he said. but in no 
sense a question of party politics. It rose 
above all party questions; it was the most 
important question of adminstrative reform 
to which the senate could at this time devote 
its attention. 

Mr. Platt read the senate rules relating to 
secret sessions, including the rule which pro- 
hibits disclosure by either the senators or the 
senate officers of the secrets of executive ses- 
sions, the penalties of whichis that senators 
render themselves liable to expulsion and the 
officers to discharge. No senator, hesaid,could 
hear that rule read without a sense of person- 


wal degradation. The first instance of secrecy 


imposed on senators, Mr. Platt said, occurred 
in January, 1820. 

Mr. Morrill asked whether it was not a fact 
that prior to that time all the sessions of the 
senate had not been held with closed doors. 

Mr. Platt said he would come to that by and 
by. He would beable to show that the pub- 
lic sentiment of the country compelled the 
opening of the senate doors, in the first in- 


. Stance after they had been closed some years, 


and he would be able toshow thatthe same 
public sentiment now demanted that the doors 
should be opened, as a rule, for the consider- 
ation of executive nominations. His present 
resolution was that executive nominatsons be 
considered with open doors, ex- 
cept when otherwise ordered 
by the senate. The senators themselves 
ought to desire that their constituents should 
know what the senate was doing. The prin- 
cipal objection to the proposed change was 

hat it was against the custom of the senate. 

hat was no argument. No great measure of 
reform had ever made progress that it did not 
make it over the ramparts of custom and tra- 
dition. Mr. ‘Platt reviewed the history of 
secret legislative and executive sessions, He 
read from the early journals of congress to 
show that the opening of the doors of congress 
during legislative business was regarded by 
the senators and members of the house of rep- 
zeséntatives themselves as tending to make 
members of congress more fully feel the res- 
ponsibility of their position. 

It was interesting to note. he said, the first 
resolution offered in the senate providing for 
the opening of the doors during legislative 
sessions, was laid on the table on motion of one 


“of the senators from Virginia, and that at the 


very next session of the senate, James Monroe 
appeared asasenator from Virginia with spe- 
cific instructions from that state to urge the 
opening of the doors, The objections made at 
that time to the opening of the doors for the 
conduct of ordinary legislative business were 
the same that were now made as to the hold- 
ing of executive sessions with open doors. But 
asa matter of fact, Mr. Platt said, there was 
in those early days very little 
secrecy about the proceedings of the senate. 
Newspapers published the substance of them. 
Indeed, it could not be said that there was any 
rule of secrecy at that time except on particu- 
lar matters, as to which there was a special 
need of confidential treatment. Matters of 
executive business, Mr. Platt said, were not in 
the early times considered any more particu- 

larly matters of secrecy than were matters of 
legislative business, leaving the historical as- 
pect of the subject. 

Mr. Platt said it was clear thatit would be 
no great departure from the practices origin- 
ally of the fathers for senators to acquaint the 
people with the proceedings of the senate. . 

He (Mr. Piatt) planted himself squarely on 
Mr. Sherman’s statement made on February 
Sth last, in the senate to the effect that “there 

bught to be nosecrets whatever in this gov- 
crnment of ours—a government of the ae eel 
That ‘statement briefly comprehended the 
Whole subject, There was but one exception 
to be tolerated to that, and that was in the 
Case of absolute n ty. Such cases would 

© extremely rare, The senators demanded 
that the president have no secrets from the 
Seuate. Secrecy was therefore odious to the 
‘Senators except when they themselves wanted 

observe secrecy. The people were demand- 
ing of the senators that secrecy should not be 


: cbserved by the senate, justas senators were de-

and fewer nominations of bad men. 
was no proper ground for secrecy ina mere 
question of convenience to the senators. The 
essence of the argument for executive sessions, 
he said, was the plea by the senators for per- 
sonal liberty on their part. But did not the 
senators represent the people? Were the sen- 
ators beyond responsibility? The whole 
administration of the law in a government of 
the people was involved in the appointment 
and confirmation of men to office. 
The laws could only be enforced by persons 
appointed to office. As to the point of the 
senatorial prerogative which it was said was 
involved in this question. “There are two 


_words,” said Mr. Platt, “which the people of 


the country want to see expunged from their 
political vocabularies—it is time those words 
were obsolete. Those words are “prerogative” 
and “‘privilege.” and if it were not for being 
alliterative he would say there were two other 
words, “‘patronage” and “perquisites” which 
the people want todo. The people desired to 
have done with them, and the s€nate had bet- 
ter have done with them, This is no place to 
assert a prerogative. We had better 
stand pretty close to the people and 
trust the people if we want them 
to trust us. Public sentiment and the senti- 
ment of the press, Mr. Platt said, was for open 
sessions. Of 14,000 newspapers in the coun- 
try, fully 10,000 had declared for open ses- 
sions. Some senators might say that they did 
not care what the papers said. but, Mr. Platt 
said the press represented the sentiment of the 
people. It was the sentiment of the people that 
the senators should desire to know. Pablic 
sentiment was easily distinguishable from 
public clamor. The public will was to be 
law, for better or worse. The day would 
come when the people were to be omnipotent 
in the government. With journalism that 
conceded to public men neither 
honest motive or private virtues, Mr. 
Platt had no sympathy for it—he had no re- 
spect, but that was not the press of this coun- 
try. It was the country newspapers that repre- 
sented the real sentiment. of the country— 
ade tov that hadno special correspondent 

ere. 
picion of “bargains” among one another arising 
from considerations of senatorial courtesy. To 
these suspicions they could not be subjected if 
the doors were always open. Mr. Platt quoted 
Burns’s lines: 

“O wad some — the giftie gic us, 
‘*To see ourselves as ithers see us.”’ 

He asked the senators to endeavor te re- 
alize how the people’ regarded secret 
sessions. He did _ not kow how 
much or _ how little of what the 
newspapers printed about executive 
session was true, but he was justified in saying 
that secrets got out to a greater or less extent. 
Mixed, they might be, with the fertile imagi- 
nations of reporters; nevertheless, no senator 
could deny that either through the senators or 
ofticers of the senate the secrets got out, and Mr. 
Platt did not, by that, mean to cast the slight- 
est suspicion on the oflicers of the senate. He 
(Mr. Platt) didn’t want to be in a position 
where he was subjected to the suspicon of dis- 
honorable disclosures, We had better, he said, 
have everything that was said by the senators 
said in open session, so that it could be pub- 
lished unmixed with the imagination 
of reporters. The senators had noth- 
ing left to them but silent endeavor 
when misrepresented. He could name mat- 
ters on which his constituents supposed that 
he had voted contrary to his actual vote, be- 
cause it had been wrongly stated in the news- 
papers. Hecould only submit, in silence, to 
misrepresentation, because he could not dis- 
close what his vote had been. 

On the conclusion of Mr. Platt’s remarks, 
Mr. Butler asked and obtained unanimous con- 
sent to address the senate, after the morning 
business tomorrow, on the subject of open ex- 
ecutive sessions. 

Mr. Logan said he desired to follow Mr. Bat- 
ler on the same subject. 

On motion of Mr. Butler the house bill

The fisheries resolution was then placed be- 
fore the senate, and Mr. Frye resumed his 
speech on the subject. 

A running debate followed between Messrs, 
Frye, Morgan, Gray and George. Mr. Mor- 
gan expressed himself unable to ascertain 
that there was really any unsettled question 
between the United States and Great Brit- 
ain in regard to the fisheries. There was no 
want of certainty in our relations with Great 
Britain. 

Mr. George understood that the question of 
right to buy bait and ice was in dispute be- 
tween the two governments, which right we 
were claiming purely under British munici- 
pallaw. He inquired if that was the point. 

Mr. Morgan said yes, and that we did not 
claim that a right under the treaty. The 
municipal law of Great Britain permitted us 
to take our vessels into Canadian ports, like 
vessels of any other nation. 

Mr. George—What is to prevent Great 
Britainfrom putting her own interpretation 
on her own laws? 

Mr. Morgan—Nothing in world, but 
we can retaliate by putting an interpretation 
on our own laws—that is all. 

Mr. Frye—The law of 1825 authorizes the 
president of the United States, and not only 
authorizes, but directs him, to issue a procia- 
mation under certain circumstances. Does 
the senator from Alabama, (Mr. Morgan), un- 
derstand that that statute has ever been re- 
pealed ? 

Mr. Morgan—No, it is still on the statute 
book. That is the solution of the whole mat- 


ter 

Mr. Morgan added that ifthe president were 
informed that our right to buy bait and 
ice in Canadian ports was denied, he 
had nothing to do 
to proclaim a suspension

In this case there are three reports submitt- 
The ma- 
jority report confirming the right of the con- 
testee, Mr. Romeis, to a seat. The minority 
report, unseating the sitting member 

declaring that Mr. Hurd is 
entitled to a seat, another minority report ta- 
king the ground that neither the contestant 
nor contestee was duly elected. 

Mr. Boyle, of Pennsylvania, opened the de- 
bate in support of the majority report and 
quoted from evidence to support him in his 
position that there was not only no ground 
for unseating Romeis, but scarcely any ground 
for contesting the seat. 

Mr. Robertson, of Kentucky, spoke in Mr. 
Hurd’s behalf and assertod that in precinct 
“B,” of the eighth ward. ot Toledo, not one of 
the statute laws of Ohio had been complied 
with. Discussing the charges of illegai voting 
at this precinct he denounced the methods 
which he said prevailed in Ohio elections and 
remarked that the tissue ballots of South Car- 
olina and the bulldozing of Louisiana must 
pale into insignificance when,the country learn- 
ed the methods in which Ohio.republican elec- 
tions were carried on. 

Messrs. Martin, of Alabama,and Carter,%of 
Virginia, argued in favor of seating Mr. Hurd, 
basing their conclusions on the ground that 
the charges that intimidation and bribery had 
been resorted to on the part of the friends of 
Romeis had been sustained by evidence. 

After speeches by Messrs. ‘Dorsey, of Ne- 
braska, and Rowell, of Illinois, in advocacy of 
the rights of the contestee. and by Mr. Hen- 
derson, of North Carolina, in favor of the seat- 
ing of the contestant, the house adjourned. 


THE SICK SECRETARY. 


Mr. Manning Steadily Improving—Will Soon 
be Ready for Duty. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Secretaryj/Manning 
is today reported to be progressing favorably 
towards complete recovery, and it is believed 
by those nearest to him, if he has no set- 
backs, he will be able to resume the general 
direction of the treasury departmeut before 
hot weather begins, and to take up his daily 
oflice work again indefinitely after the sum- 
mer vacation Todoso earlier would be, in 
the judgment of his friends, both injurious 
and unnecessary in view of the condition of 
the completeness to which he has 
brought the reorganization and _ principal 
annual work of the treasury. These favorable 
anticipations were confirmed on Sunday by 
Dr. T. A. McBride, of New York, whom Dr. 
Lincoln had invited to pass the day in Wash- 
ington to consider and review with him the 
treatmentof the case, to adviseas a physician 
and neuralgical expert in respect to the 
future. Secretary Manning has lost a great 
deal of superfinous flesh since his confine- 
ment, but Dr. McBride considers this very 
favorable to his general health, as well as to 
the plan of treatment adopted, in which 
horseback exercise is to follow the Swedish 
movement cure, together with a careful regu- 
lation of diet for about two or three months. 
Dr. McBride passed a considerable time in 
conversation with Secretary Manning during 
Sunday. He returned to New York yester- 
day.

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INDICTING THE ALDERMEN. 


The New York Grand Jury Find Bills Against 


Twelve of the Board. 

NEw YoRK, April 13.—At 1:30 o’clock the 
grand jury entered part one of the court of gen- 
eral sessions with indictments charging tweive 
of the board of aldermen of 1884 with ‘bribery. 
The indictments are similar to those presented 
against Jaehne, vice-president of the present 
board, and a member of that of 1884, and Al- 
dermen Kirk and Pearson. Thomas {Cleary, 
dermen are Fullgraff, Wendet, McQuade, 
Sheils, Duffy, Cleary, Farley, Tayles, O'Reilly, 
O’Neill, McCabe, and one other whose name 
was not made public, as he has not yet been 
arrested. Bail was fixed at $25,000 for each 
alderman. 

When District Attorney Martine placed in 
Inspector Byrnes’s hands last evening war- 
rants for the arrest of the aldermen and ex- 
aldermen, it was decided to piace them under 
surveillance, but not to arrest them until this 
morning. At 7 o’clock orders were issucd from 
the central office to bring the accused alder- 
menin. The first one who passed through 
whatis now known asthe aldermanic gate 
was Michael Duffy. Hewas indignant at his 
arrest. His wrath .changed to amazement, 
however, when one after the other of 
his ex-colleagues was led in after 
him. Alderman Cleary, was brought 
in next, having been arrested at the Equitable 
building, of which he is janitor. Arendel, 
who had been arrested at his home in 92d 
street, also Fullgroff at his box factory in Ful- 
ton street, came under the escort of Detective 
Owenby, followed by McQuade. Ex-Alderman 
Shiels, when added to the group, declared his 
arrest an outrage, and threatened to have sat- 
isfaction. Farley, Sayles and O’Neill were 
ledin, in rapid succession. Some time later 
ex-Alderman McCabe’s appearance, also under 
the escort of officers, brought up the number 
of arrests to ten. It looked as though the 
board of 1884 had come to life again, and was 
about to hold another early morning ‘ snap” 
session. 

The arrest of the so-called “boodle board” 
of 1884 has been precipitated by fear that they 
might seek the seclusion and security of Can- 
ada. AlJl the members of the inculpated board 
have now been arrested and placed under 
bonds. except DeLac¥ and Dempsey. These 
are fugitives. Two others are beyond the ser- 
vice of summons or of extradition—they are 
dead. The indictments are identical with 
those for Jaehne, Kirk and Pearson. In the 
indictments the day for the payment of bribes 
is set down as August 29, 1884, the day before 
the memorable special meeting. Charles 
3. Waite, ex-proprietor of the sre- 
voort house, was the sole witness named 
in the indictment. Ex-Alderman Sheils 
said he was glad the thing had come toa 
head. 

“It is a huge joke,” said Alderman Finck. 

“T have been in New York too long to be 
scared,” quote Alderman Duffy. 

“Tt was not altogether unexpected,” said 
Wendel, ‘‘ and when the time comes it will be 
ettended to.”’ 

“T expected it, from newspaper reports,” said 
Alderman Cleary. 

Ex-Alderman Farley—“There was so mach 
talk, I] am glad the arrests have been made.”’ 

Another says: “De idea of putting us under 
twenty-five tousan’ tollars bail, when all dey 
kin give us is two years and five tousan’ fine.”

FOR IRELAND'S FREEDOM 


SIR WILLIAM VERNON HARCOURT 
SPEAKS FOR THE BILL. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer Resumes Debate, 
and Gives His Views of the Gladstone Measure 
for Home Rule in Ireland—Gis Defense 
of Irish Americans—Other Notes. 


LONDON, April 13.—Sir Wm. Vernon Har- 
court, chancellor of the exchequer, tonight re- 
sumed debate on the Irish bill in the house of 
commons, He began his speech by remarking 
that those who condemned the government's 
Irish measure failed to state an acceptable al- 
ternative scheme. Nobody accepted Treve- 
Jyan’s plan, and Chamberlain’s project was in 
turn repudiated by Lord Hartington and 
Trevelyan. Chamberlain had propounded a 
scheme Of great importance, but that scheme 
had never been submitted to the government. 
He (Mr. Chamberlain) had recommended the 
federation. What wasto be those separate 
bodies in Great Britain and Ireland which 
were to be the subject matter of federation 
recommended. Mr. Chamberlain had a plan 
to stay evictions by act of parliament. Who 
was agreed tothat policy? Had he gotthe 
adhesion of Lord Hartington? Had he got the 
adhesion of Goschen or the adhesion of the 
right honorable gentleman and noble lord op- 
posite? If he had not the speaker should like 
to know how it wasa practicable policy. Lord 
Hartington had said he did not admit the im- 
possibility of governiug Ireland by a mingled. 
system of remedial and repressive legislation. 
It was to the administration of Lord Spencer 
that he thought the government of Ireland 


ought to be restored. It had been stated by | 


Lord Hartington that whatever the fate 
of this measure was the mere 
introduction of it by a responsible govern- 
ment would do much that could never be re- 
called. That was perfectly true, but it was 
equally true of the events of June last. The 
consequences of these events could never be 
recalled. Those events entirely changed the 
whole aspect of the Irish question. The 
course then taken made home rule inevitable. 
[Cries of “‘oh! oh!” and laughter.} He did not 
want to speak inaspirit of party recrimina- 
tion, but that the act of late government was 
the condemnation of the policy of Earl Spen- 
cer. It made return to the system of gov- 
ernment administered by Earl. Spencer im- 
practicable. Lord Spencer himself was of 
that opinion. {Trish Cheers. ] The 
speaker taunted the opponents of 
this measure with having no basis for an agree- 
menton an Irish policy. Did Goschen, he 
asked, approve Chamberlain’s plan for a con- 
trol council at{Dublin or the suspension of 
evictions? Had the conservative leadersany 
policy except the condemnation of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s scheme? 

Lord Randolph Churchill—Yes, they are 
against repeal in any shape or form. [Cheers. | 

The speaker retorted that that might meaa 
as much as Lord Beaconfield’s denunciation of 
the five pound franchise at the very moment 
when he designed to carry through the house- 
hold suffrage measure. [Laughter.] 

Continuing, Sir William said the fact 
was that there was no alternative to the plan 
of the government except the severest coer- 
cion. That would require a stfong govern- 
ment—a government determined, persistent,in 
harmony with itself, supported by an over- 
whelming majority'in parliament and in the 
country. Such a government had been dreamed 
of as resulting from the truceof party Spirit, 
and the end of party warfare. But it was not 
by the breaking up of parties that a strong 
government could be formed. Referring to 
the secession of “aristocrats,” from the minis- 
try, he said, he was not sorry for them, only 
that it would be bad for the aristocracy, for if 
the aristocrats of England ranged themselves 
with party ascendancy in Ireland, then the 
democracy of England would side with the 
Trish. [Liberal and Parnellite cheers,mingled 
with hisses and cries of ‘“shame.’’] 

Did they think it possible to make a policy 


of coercion like Cromwell’s out of the broken | 


fragments of a shattered party. The policy of 
coercion was like strong drink. The more 
taken, the more wante”l. He would not deny 
that such a policy might be popular. It ex- 
cited the pride and passions of the people. but 
they became sick of it at last. ([Cheers.] So 
also coercion, if again tried, must go to the 
length of the suspension of every elementary 
right of Irishmen, and the result would make 
the radical party sick of it. [Ministerial 
cheers.] They would again find that coercion 
would fail andthey would be forced back on 
home rule—not as an act of concession, 
but as an act of capitulation 

‘Reference,’ continued the speaker, “has. 
been made to the Irish in America. This 
house cannot for a moment“be influenced by 
the action of dastardiy assassins like Ford and 
others. But the Irish nation in America is 
as numerous asthe Irish are at home. All 
possess the same instinct and the same sympa- 
thies. They have not been parties to the 
actions of assassins. [Hear, hear]. These 
actions of the assassins receive the universal 
condemnation from the people of the United 
States. [Irish and Liberal cheers}. But if 
you reject this bill, do you believe, are you 
sure, there will not be sympathy with those 
assassins and their schemes? [ Hisses aud cries 
of *‘Oh, oh.’’} 

I believe there will be unlversal condemna- 
tion and disapprobation from right-thinking 
people—Irish and American—of such treat- 
ment of the Irish people. [Irish Cheers. ] 

MR. GOSCHEN’S REMARKS, 

Mr. Goschen, on rising, was greeted with 
loud cheers. 
speech as a melancholy revelation of little 
importance of parliament to deal with a most 
importent crisis. Sir William Harcourt, he 
said, was not the first. minister who 
suggested certain calamities ensuing on a re- 
jection of the bill. Parliament was being al- 
most terrorized to pass the bill, They were 
told there was no power or spirit or consistent 
policy in England to deal with the crisis. Why 
should Harcourt, Morely and other speaker 
make these constant references to the Irish be- 
yond the seas unless they desired not to deal 
with the bill on its merits, but to terrorize 
parliament? [Cheers.] The ministerial de- 
fense of the bill had been slighted. The bill 
had been torn into shreds, yet there had been 
no defense for it. Questions had been asked 
regarding the power of the veto, the two or- 
ders sitting together, and the financial pro- 
posals, yet the defenders of the bill had 
ignored these questions, adducing the s ngle 
argument that the bill was asole alternative 
and must be passed. They were, indeed, told 
that because eighty-six Irish members were 
determined on having home rule, it, therefore, 
must te granted. Suppose these eighty-six 
members had gone further and asked for sep- 
aration without any checks, should parlia- 
ment be equally bound to concede it? If they 
accepted this doctrine, and Wales and Scot- 
land asked for separation, in what a position 
England would be. What under this system of 
the voice of the hostile majority holding sway 
became of the voice of Ulster? 

The premier had spoken of the foreign garb 
in which the laws were placed before the Irish 
people as being the whole basis of the mis- 
chief. Would the Irish people have been sate 
isfied with these identical laws if placed be- 
fore them in anative dress. [Cries of “No.”] 
There was the fearful agrarian problem, 
which had hitherto baffied the efforts of all 
statesmen. The real basis of mischief was 
that the views of a majority of Irish people on 
some of the chief principles of legislation were 
different from those held in England and Scot- 
land—from these current in every civilized 
country. [Parnellite cries of “No, no.”] The

Their interests could not be ~- dessica- 
ted. [Cheers.] It was now proposed 
to admit a portion of the Irish members to the 
imperial parliament, but could the Irish claim 
that they should be here voting on English 
and Scotch affairs, while the English parlia- 
ment would have no control over Irish mat- 
ters. The fact wasthey. could not treat Ire- 
Jand diflerently from England and Scotland, 
and the only possible conclusion was that if 
they gave a natiozal parliament to Ireland 
they must also grant the same to Eagland and 
Scotland. [Cheers } 

The speaker then argued that the pressure 
ofantrish contingent in parliament iii, 
again place English affairs at the mercy 
Irish members; that the new Dublin parlia- 
ment would speedily reduce the qual. 
ification for the election of the 
first order, making the basis probably 
a judicial rental. [Laughter.] That imperial 
parliament did not know whether it would 
have any veto at all, and that the bill if passed 
would effect an entire change in the Irish 
executive, involving every institution of Ire- 
land—judges, magistrates and a civil service 
change without a parallel except that effected 
by the French revolution, when even all the 
criminal laws were revised. Such a revolution 
would not be merely political, but would also 
be a social one. Even if the laws for Ireland 
were made here, the execution of those laws 
would be entrusted to a revolationized execu- 
tive. [Loud opposition cheers.] Further, 
England would be responsible to foreign coun- 
tries for the conguct of Ireland. If the latter 
caused any breach of neutrality or by neglect 
of its municipal laws inflicted damage on 
countries, England might have war on her 
hands while Ireland would not contribute a 
penny towardsthe expenses of war. If an 
“Alabama” escaped from Ireland or an Irish- 
man enlisted tosuccor a Roman Catholic coun- 
try in war, England would be responsible, 
while the Irish executive over which the En- 
glish would have ne control would alone be 
to blame. Conspirators, nihilists and dyna- 
miters might flock to Dublin. [Cries of ‘Oh, 
Oh,” and cheers. | 

It would be a difficult task to elose Ireland 
against dynamite allies from the other side of 
the Atlantic. On behalf of the Irish loyalists, 
he protested against their abandonment. 
Countries humiliated by defeat had to see a 
portion of their subjects, relying on their 
honor, handed over to their enemies, but for a 
nation in plenitude of power to hand over its 
loyal adherents was an act never before re- 
corded in the annals of history. [Cheers.] 

The speaker admitted that Ireland required 
special legislation, but he saw nO necessity:for 
heroic measures. The central of a political 
body in Dublin would sap the foandations of 
local life, so, he would sooner build up in Ire- 
land a system of government through local 
and municipaljbodies than establish a central 
bcdy which must from the essence ofits na- 
ture be political. 

In conclusion, he denied that firmness could 
be called coercion, and said there would be no 
repression if there was nocrime. He could 
uot forosee any outbreak of crime. The 
United States had had a difficulty twenty years 
ago, and Europe had advised the north that it 
could not manage the south. If the United 
States had accepted that opinion there would 
now be two nations of Americans _in- 
stead of one. If we were to listen 
to the voice of America now, 
not the unanimous voice, because many Amer- 
icans thought it madness to concede home 
rule--then the united kingdom would become 
two nations instead of one. Cavow had said 
that the disruption of bonds uniting the Brit- 
ish Islanders would be a, hateful and criminal 
enterprise. It would be hateful and criminal. 
[Opposition cheers.] The responsibility for 
weakening those ties rested with the premier 
and his followers. Those resisting the break 
up of the empire must close up their ranks 
and shoulder to shoulder resist the bill. [En- 
thusiastic cheers. | 

MR. GLADSTONE RISES. 

Replying to Goschen Mr. Gladstone, refer- 
ring to what he has himself said in reference 
to the expressed wishes of Irish representa- 
tives, reminded the house that he had coupled 
his remarks as to the necessity ef considering 
those wishes with the condition that what 
might be done should be consistent with the 
integrity and safety of the empire. The 
bouse had been asked in what country, Save 
Ireland, could no rent manifesto be produced, 
but the reply to that was another query as to 
what-other country could show a state rela- 
tions such as had led to 
that manifesto. The Irish people 
had borne with exemplary patience sufferings 
of a most grievous character, and was it to be 
suppesed that such things could have been 
without leaving any trace or mark on the 
character of the people. Having defended 
and justified his previous references to 
analogies for what he _ professess, as 
in the cases of Sweden and WNor- 
way, and Austria and Hungary, Mr. 
Gladstone proceeded to argue that the funda- 
mental idea of those who had attacked the 
home rule matter was that the Irish people 
would necessarily do wrong and that adminis- 
tration of the country would necessarily be 
changed. [Cries of hear, hear. ] 

In regard to Mr. Goschen’s remarks con- 
cerning America, Mr. Gladstone said it was 
true that the northern states had carried 
their point. ‘But,” he added, “‘when they 
bad the south at their feet, what did they do? 
They gave every Southern state 4 measure of 
autonomy. [Loud Parnellite cheers] Sacha 
measure we are about to ask for Ireland.” In 
regard tothe questions as to the power of the 
veto proposed by the bill Mr. Gladstone stated 
there was no limitation to that proposition, 
and in reference to the income tax that would 
pecessarily be as separate in Ireland as it 
would bein England. Of the bill generaliy, 
he said it proposed to give to the Irish people 
a reasonable satisfaction of their demands 
without imitating the example set by the 
former government in the case of Ameri-a. 

The wants of Ireland were to be considered 
in relation to the fact whether it would be 
barmful to others that they should be granted. 
He ridiculed the fear that had been expressed 
as to further demands on the part of Irish 
members if this bill were passed. And as to 
the question of their having been no mandate 
for this measure, hecontended that, inasmuch 
as there had been no mandate for coercion or 
for maintaining the Jaw,so no mandate was 
necessary for the proposal to strengthen the 
means of maintaining the law. He comparei 
the criticisms of the bill, and pointed out that 
no one speech agreed with another, and 
speaking of the measure as a plan, here 
marked that it might be improved. Bat, at 
any rate, it held the field as alsodid the pro- 
ject. [Loud cheers.} The bill, he said, was 
produced under circumstances of great pres- 
sure, but he contended that the time had come 
when it was necessary for parliament to say 
whether it would make a bold attempt to 
establishing a system of Irish laws under the 
Irish, or whether they should struggleon as 
before, leaving England and Scotland to a 
fame of needful legislation and Ireland toa

Most of the roads now have fall 
crews of switchmen and yardmen, and it is 
expected that in a fewdays the resumption of 
operations by a large majority of roads will be 
complete. 
RELEASE OF THE DEPUTIES. 

In the criminal court yesterday the writ of 
habeas corpus which was applied for on Satur- 
day by Jddge Langhlin in behalf of the depu- 
ty sheriffs who did the shooting in the Louis- 
ville and Nashville yards in East St. Louis on 
Friday, was granted and men released. 

THE MINERS OF 8ST. LOUIS DISTURBED. 

The apprehended strike of miners of the St. 
Louis district is still an event of the futare. 
It was reported yesterday in Collinsville, Lili- 
nois, that the miners in that district had quit 
work, but it was afterwards learned that this 
wasuntrue. The miners of that district met 
last night together with the employes 
of _ the zinc. and press 
brick works and formed a 
thorough organization. Nothing was done 
pointing in the direction of a strike, neither 
is there any immediate danger of the men in 
Belleville district going out. A meeting of the 
miners was held near West Belleville on Sun- 
day, at which it was resolved not to suspend 
operations at present. They are disposed to 
continue work until May Ist and await the re- 
sult of the district convention to be held at 
Springfield on thatday. Coal was got as usual 
at a number of the mines in the vicinity of 
Belleville, but some mines were compelled to 
suspend operations temporarily. 

Representatives of the Knights of Labor 
from Staunton visited Edwardsville yesterday 
for the purpose of inducing’ the miners to 
strike, but the men who have regular work 
there are satisfied with their present prices 
and did not yield. 

THE STRIKE DYING OUT AT SEDALIA. 

Information is received here this morning 
from Sedalia to the effect that the strike is 
dying out. New men are going to work daily, 
generally of the class most needed, machin— 
ists, and many of the old men are leaving for 
other placesin search of work, not being able 
to remain any longer. Several men 
will go to California. The master car 
builder says he has all the men that 
he needs at present and that his 
department is equally weil supplied at Parsons 
and Hannibal. 

Ata meeting of the knights at Sedalia, on 
Sunday, resolutions were adopted heartily en- 
dorsing their General Master Workman Pow- 
derly, and all his acts; condemning all the 
violence and lawlessness that has been com- 
mitted, and favoring the presentation ofa pe- 
tition tothe general executive board for @ 
modification of the constitution and by-laws 
ef the order, so that no strike or boycott can 
be ordered except by direction and under the 
supervision of the general executive com- 
mittee. 

ANOTHER DEATH FROM FRIDAY’S SHOOTING 

James Scallard, who was wounded in Fri- 
day’s shooting, died last night in St. Louis 
hospital. It was decided to have the body 
brought over to East St. Louis and viewed by 
the jurors. Three other persons wounded on 
Friday are not expected to live. 

THE RAILROAD SITUATION, 

The railroad situation in East St. Louis to- 
day is much the same as it was yeatelday. All 
the roads except the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Cairo Short-Line are receiving and 
handling all the freight offered, which is not 
very much, and are sending out all trains re- 
quired by the business to be done. The old men 
are not 1eturning as fastas they were expected 
to, being afraid that when the militia are with- 
drawn they will be forced out again or per- 
seecuted in some manner. With the exception 
perhaps of the Chicago, Burlington and Qain- 
cy, all but fiveof whose old men have return- 
cd, they are manned almost entirely by road 
men broughtin from country points or by 
new men hired here. Business is practically 
waiting on the governor’s action regarding the 
malitia. Road officials have been asked to 
make statements as to the actual condition at 
Fast St. Louisand the effect of the military 
upon the resumption of traffic.

Sam Peacock Kilis Himself in His Stable—The Last 
Letter—The Coroner’s Inquest— Verdict of Bui- 
cide— Held for Arson-—Arrested for Mis- 
demeanor—Police Pickings — Etc. 


Macon, April 13.—[Special.]—Today about 
noon the city was horrified by the announce- 
ment that 8. B. Peacock,a man in easy cir- 
cumstances, had committed suicide. 

‘In company with the coroner, your corres- 
pondent visited the scene of the tragic accur- 
rence: 

Peacock’s home was in South Macon, nearly 
a mile from the corporate limits. He had a 
wife with whom he had lived for long years 
on the most agreeable terms, There were no 
children. Little by little they accumulated a

hard to believe that he had killed himself. 

. Coroner Hodnett summoned a jury as follows: 
L. A. Dorsey, M, M. Folsom,M, Daly, J. W.

Cardwell. J. W. Wail was elected foreman. 

The first witness sworn was Julie Ann Mc- 
Guire, an old family servant. * 

In stibstance she stated that she went out 
near theuiable where Mr. Peacock had just 
gone, as she thought to feed his horse, about 
11 o'clock. 

Just as she opened the stable door she was 


startled by 
A PISTOL SHOT, 


and rushing in she saw him in the act of 
shooting himself again. She started to raise 
him up, but he forbade her, exclaiming, ‘Let 
me atone. Let we lie here.” And immedi- 
ately he placed the weapon to his heart and 
fired again. She shouted to her mistress that 
“Mars Sam had shot himself,” and the terri- 
fied wife rushed out there to find him strug- 
gling in the last agonies. He had gotten out 
of bed and walked to the stable, after writing 
a letter, and returning hurriedly he had ta- 
ken a basin. bucket and pillow out there, and 
lying down he sent the fatal bullets crashing 
through his breast. 

Mr. Riddle and other neighbors hasténed to 
Drs. W. L. Jonesand J. C. John- 
s0n were summoned. 

The former arrived first and examined the 
wounds. The man was still gasping and 
moaning, but died in a few moments. 

Dr. Jones was sworn, and he stated that the 
balls might either of them have proven fatal. 
@ne went through the third rib, fracturing it, 
and probably penetrating the left lung, came 
out near the spine. The other passed between 
the fifth and sixth ribs, pierced the heart, and 
also came out near the spine. 

THE CAUSE OF HIS DEATH 
was probably ill health. The letter to his 
wife is undated, and reads as follows: 

My Dear Wife: If anything should happen to 


“me soon everything I have on earth is yours. Sell 


out everything and break up housekeeping and 
try to get a good place to board. Try to be ascon- 
tented as you can. es: all my debts. Iowe Pete 
Harris ten dollars, T. P. Bauer five doliars and 
Mr. Doyle a little provision bill. That is all that 
I know of. Please don’t grieve for me. I hope I 
will be better off. Iam miserable as itis, both 
physically and mentally. Noone onearth knows 
what I suffer but God and myself. Iam no pleas-

Margaret, I 
have told you,what I want you to do with what we 
have, Iwant no administiation. What we have 
gotis all yours to do as you please with. If you 
wantfany advice call on Mr. Daly, or Mike or Mr.

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BRAINED BY HER FATHER 
THEENDOFA SHOCKING TRAGEDY 


Robert Pascoll Objects to John Daily’s Attentions to 


His Daughter Maria—The Elopement and the 
Subsequent Quarrel—The Murder Dis- 


closed—The Details of the Crime. 


Waycross, Ga. April 13.—[Special.]—One 


day toward the end of January, one year ago, 


some parties got lost in the swamps near Need- 
ham. While exploring their way to the road, 
they kicked against a mound of dead leaves, 
and there was disclosed to them the dead 
body of a colored girl, aged apparently about 
eighteen. Her head, to her shoulders, was 
thrust into a hollow log, while the rest of the 
body had been covered with leaves and bram- 
bles. Her skull was crushed in as if by a 
bludgeon;fone of her arms was so badly broken 
that it merely hung by the skin, and her legs 
were both broken below the knees, 
THE GIRL ELOPES WITH DAILY. 

A subsequent investigation revealed the 
fact that the woman was Mariah Daily, the 
wife of John Daily, and the daughter of 
Robert Pascoll. Daily had long been an ad- 
mirerof the girl, but could never gain her 
father’s consent to his advances, During the 
preceding Christmas holidays, the couple 
eloped, were married, and went to housekeep- 
ing. On the fourth of January, Daily walked 
over tothe house of his father-in-law, for the 
purpose of effecting a reconciliation, The 
latter agreed to go to the house of Daily, 
where the three might talk over the situation. 
Pascoll, who carried with him a huge bludg- 
eon, quarreled during the consultation, and 
ordered his daughter to return home with 
him, This she did, explaining to her hus- 
band that shefrould return later in the 
day. Since that time she has never been seen 
alive. 

THE MURDER PERPETRATED. 

When Daily, uneasy at his wife’s prolonged 
absence, went to Pascoli’s house, the latter 
told him that Maria had left for home by the 
creek road. Daily returned home only to be 
disappointed, while Pascoll, mounting his 
horse, disappeared from the country, and wa3 
not arrested until several months later, in 
Florida, a reward having been oifered for him 
by the governor of Georgia. He confessed to 
the officers that the devil took possession of 
him while passing through the swamp with 
his daughter, and that he felled her by a mur- 
derous blow on her head, and deliberately 
broke ber limbs, after which he had concealed 
her, as she was subsequently found by the 
hunters. 

INTO THE “PEN” FOR LIFE. 

The trial which has been in progress here, 
resulted in the conviction of the criminal for 
murder in the first degree, and the venalty 
was fixed at imprisonment for life.

Severely Beats a Scoundrel for Insulting His 
Daughter.

“WATCH AND MAN.” 


The Story of a Quaint Old Watch from Chat- 
tooga. 

SUMMERVILLE, Ga., April 13.—[Special.]— 
Samuel C. Finley, a prominent citizen and 
farmer, and for many years a resident of Chat- 
tooga county, died suddenly at his home a few 
days ago. Tor many years Mr. Finley has had 
in his pcssession a watch which carries with 
itan ancient as well as a most remarkable his- 
tory. The watch was a present to Mr. Finley 
from a sister of his stepmother, nee Miss Cum- 
mins, and is now in the possession of Mrs. C. 
I. Umton, of Summerville, who is a sister of 
the deceased. The watch is of the old London 
“bull’s eye” pattern, in the back of which, 


p folded neatly, and to fit the case, are two 


pieces of paper placed there nearly a 
a@ century ago. On the back of one 
of these appears the followimeg notice: “Look 
in this paper. F. D. Cummins, brigadier 
major, 16th regiment, U. S. infantry, 1812,” 
and upon unfolding this paper the history of 
thiswonderful relic is obtained, which reads 
as follows: 

“This watch fell to my father, Rev. Francis 
Cummins, as his part of the spoils in a detach- 
ment of wagons of J.ord Cornwallis’s army, cap- 
tured by a ruse de querre, by sixteen whigs, in 


Macklinburg, North Carolina. inthe revolutionary 
war. One ofthe sixteen led the British into an 
am buscade.and the others building fires all around 


and give orders asiftoa large force, made them 
believe they were surrounded, cut their horses 
loose and fied, after setting the wagons on fire. The 
Americans, finding them gone, rushed up, extin- 
guished the fire and put the baggage*to auction. 
All this took place on a dark night.”’ 

The second piece of paper contains poctry, 
and taken in connection with the history of the 
watch, certainly rests ina most appropriate 
place. It runs as follows: 

Grandfsther’s watch is battered and old, 
Innocent quite o: jewel or gold; 

Poor and common, and worn and cracked, 
Much like graudfather’s self, in fact. 

Yet its wheezy voice has a cheerful sound, 
And the child, as she listens in wonder bound 
To its mystic tales of departed time, 

Is smiling as though at a pleasant rhyme. 


What are the tales the old watch tells? 

Of seventy years it counts the knells; 

Years, whose every sitting sun 

Was marked by labor faithfully done. 

With ee form and clumsy skill, 

And clumsier help when the works went ill; 
Yet serving their time as best they can— 
This is the story of watch and man! 


Many a fall has the old watch hushed, .

MEMORIES OF MACON. 
On a sunny April morning I walked ou: 
eastward toward Cross Keys, the lovely 


East Macon. Acrossthe steep hill that was 
once the site of Fort Hawkins, I wended my 
way, pausing @ moment to gaze on the rugged 
foundations of stone upon which was built 
that famous fortress. 

Down the green slope and intothe big road 

I rambled. On the next rising ground I 
struck the pretty little suburb, called Wood- 
land, where there are ten new dwellings lately 
erected by Messrs. Lumpkin and McCarty. 
Pretty httle homes they are, isolated from the 
great thoroughfares, snugly and cosily hidden 
away among the pine trées that shadow the 
slopes aid levels beyond the hills. 

Then I wandered across a plowed field, 
tkirted a patch of forest, and entered 
the venerable precincts of the oldest burial 
ground in Macon. Here the rugged pioneers 
buried their dead with the rude and primi- 
tive ritual of a half a century or more agone. 

One marked peculiarity of this old grave- 
yard isthe amount of decoration observable 
on the newer graves. 

That fantastic notion of grooping bits of 
bright china and glassware on the yellow 
mounds of clay, that marks the semi-savage 
races, Was never more plainly illustrated than 
here, There are Jargé porcelain pitchers that 
have been broken, fragments of basins and 
ovens, colored lamps and every conceivable 
sort of ware, scattered about in the wildest 
profusion among these scattered hillocks. 

In the cemetery proper, which contains four 
acres, are many read mamesthat have disap- 
peared from the records. 

Here are the graves of Jedecbah and Joseph 
and Margaret Willett, born in Norwich, Conn, 
1770, 1798 and 1799, respectively. The elder, 
who was probably the father of Joseph, was 
buried here in 1850, as well as the younger, 
Marg: ret |.ved until 1883, when she was laid 
beside the others in the family lot. 

Not far distant are the graves of the four 
babies of Jiseph and Margaret Wiliett, who 
ranged from one to four months in age. How 
sad it is to think of the hopes that were blast- 
ed when those young lives faded. 3 

In another lot isa similar indication. The 
three Stone children died between the years 
1821 and 1824. Macon was young then. 

Another suggestive headstone bears the name 
of Elizabeth Ann, wife of H. L. Cook, who was 
just 21 when she died in 1839. 

Passing to an overturned slab of marble, 
blackened and mildewed by tie long years that 
have left their impress upon it, I read the 
name of Jadrith Saxton Coleman. Under- 
neath appears this warning epitaph: 

Few are our days, 
These few we dream away; 


Sure is our fate 
To moulder into clay.’’ 


The bricks that once formed the tomb are 


- mouldering and crumbling, and shortly even 


these shall pass away. 

Hardby is an ancient grave enclosed with a 
wooden railing; within grows a wild tangle of 
the beautiful white spirae, and a gorgeous pur- 
ple lily lifts its queenly head from among the 
mass of grass and rubbish. 

The old place is unfenced and unkempt, 
save where loving hands have kept down ths 
rank weeds and tangled grass. Potent memo- 
ries linger around this hallowed spot, and I 
catch myself weaving romances about the 
broken hearts that lie buried here. Several 
generations of men and women are assembled 
here in the last, long, dreamless sleep. Afar 
off is the mellowed hum of the great city that 
has slowly drifted away from this ancient 
place. 

The Woolfolk lot is here. Woolfolk was an 
old timer. He once owned a great many acres 
of East Macon lands, and he kept his: lordly 
domain intact. Near where the old fort stood 
he built a stately brick mansion, on the crest 
of the hill. From his windows he had a com- 
manding view of hill and vale, woodland and 
water. Now, six feet of all these broad acres 
suflices for a dwelling place for this fine old 
Georgia gentleman. 

Right through the cemetery was a long, 
low mound, witha ditch along its western 
side. This was the convalescent soldiers’ 
breast works, built for the defense of the city. 

Beginning two miles away, on the hills to 
the northward, it winds in aud out along the 
crest of the ridge, till it reaches the old bat- 
tery which commanded the approach from 
toward Cross Keys. Beyond that 1t reaches 
nearly tothe river. It was built by three un- 
fortunate soldiers on the sick list, who were 
quartered near the cemetery during the late 
war. Beyond, looking eastward, isa densely 
wooded slope, running off into -a deep dell 
where a clever spring bubbles up; and a wind- 
ing stream makes its way toward the river. 
In this wood are innumerable mounds 
and rifle pits. Here the 
raiders of Stoneman’s band, bivouaced on 
that eventful night when the city of Macon 
was in jeopardy, and the fate of thousands of 
dollars worth of property hung trembling in 
the balance. 

Atthe old battery the only capture was 
mace when Sherman made his feinut. 

A stalwart trooper came riding up on his 
magnificent war horse in the charge. The 
gunners shot the noble animal,: and he fell, 
pinning his rider tothe earth. As the retreat 
begun, Bsome of the defenders. rushed out 
and dragged the fallen soldier inside the 
breast works, and he was sent to .Anderson- 
ville. Perhaps we will never know of his af- 
ter fate. 

To stand there and look around at the many 
relics of by gone days, one is impressed with 
the historical interest attracted to this spot. 

Scattered arou one of the tall mounds 
erected by some forgotten generation 
through all the centuries they have stood 
here, eloquent monuments of the power of the 
race who built them. 
to their summits, for sightseers are wont to 
ascend to their lovely summits and ‘catch a 


“glimpse of the wonderful panorama spread out 


before them. 

In an old battery an energetic darkey 
raises an annual crop. Last year it was cot- 
ton, for the withered stalks remain on the lit- 
tle plat of ground. 

Ere long the time will come when the last 
vestige of these war-like preparations will dis- 
appear from the face of the earth, as have the 
great forts that were erected during the Indian 
wars of the early part of the present century. 

But who knows that before the end of this 
hundred years new earthworks will be thrown 
upon this ancient field of history? 

Meanwhile, the hawthorne and dogwood 
blossoms brighten the woodlands, and the song 
of the husbandmen is heard in the fields.

THE pharmaceutists of Georgia met in an- 
nual convention yesterday inSavannah. As 
is always the case in that hospitable city, the 
convention was treated to the very best on 
the sideboard. The druggists will finish 
their deliberations today. 


Dr. F. M. Pererson, president of the 
Alabama Medical associatien, now in session 
in Anniston, created a sensation in his an- 
nual report by {his vigorous denunciation of 
liquor. He took the ground that it*gave no 
stimulus which did not carry in its train 
greater depression; that men in health never 
needed it, and that in sickness its use should 
be as carefully guarded as that of any other 
medicine. It is safe toset Dr. Peterson down 
as good local option authority. 


Two of the most prominent officials of the 
country rested in Atlanta last night—General 
Phil Sheridan, of the army, and ex-Senator 
L. Q. C. Lamar, of the cabinet. The latter 
leaves the city early this morning for Macon, 
and general regret will be felt that he did 
not make his stay in Atlanta longer, that his 
many admirers here wifghfhave bad an op- 
portunity of seeing him. General Sheridan’s 
stay in the city will be necessarily brief, but 
not too short for him to discover that Atlanta 
extends to him a most cordial welcome. 


Surveying a Route to the Sea. 

Atlanta is proceeding deliberately in 
choosing a route to the sea. She cannot 
afford to make a mistake—and she is there- 
fore not going to commit herself until she 
has accurate and exhaustive data on which 
to rest. . 

There are three plans under advisement: 
First, the purchase or lease of that part of 
the East Tennessee system which reaches 
from Atlanta to Brunswick. Second, the 
building of a line from Atlanta to Charleston 
or to the Plant system at Yemassee 
or to the Savannah river. Third, 
the building of a line to the Ocmulgee river 
at Hawkinsville. A committee has been ap- 
pointed to go to New York to ascertain upon 
what terms Atlanta can buy or lease the road 
from Atlanta to Brunswick; and engineer 
corps will be at once put in the field to make 
preliminary surveys of each of the other 
routes. Until the committees report no defi- 
nite action can be taken. 

If it can be bought on reasonable terms it 
appears to us the road from Atlanta to Bruns- 
wick offers Atlanta the best opportunity. It 
is already built and in operation. It pene- 
trates good country and goes direct to a good 
port. Theroad to Charleston—or towards 
Charleston—offers the best connection with 
the ocean, for it opens Charleston, Port 
Royal or Savannah to our merchants. The 
road to Hawkinsville offers perhaps the best 
jocal trade, and a route to the sea that its 
friends claim is perfectly reliable. 

It is best for Atlanta that our people 
should acquire no prejudice against either 
route or make up their minds in favor of one 
until the reports from allarein. Every cit- 
izen should hold himself impartial, so that 
when the time comes he can decide for At- 
janta, regardless of personal predilections. 
Nothing can defeat the enterprise on which 
£0 much depends except a division of our 
strength and resources. Let us await the 
reports of the committees with equal minds, 
and then strike hands with a will for that 
which is best for the whole city. 


About the Democratic Party. 

Some of the esteemed republican editors, 
who imagine they have a knack of predict- 
ing the weather, and in whose minds the 
accommodating clonds take the shape of 
either whales or weasels, are beginning to 
lift their;*yébrows and announce that 
the democratic party is once more about 
to perform its celebrated act of going te 
pieces, 

We have observed that the democratic 
party, according to the republican editors, 
has been about to perform this celebrated 
act for several years, but, on account of the 
weather, or for some other reason, the exhi- 
bition has invariably been postponed. It

were astraddle of the southern state govern- 
ments; it was about to occur when Horace 
Greeley was overwhelwed with defeat; and 
it was about to occur when the Bill Chand- 
lers of the republican party stole the presi- 
dency from the country.

Now, however, according to the republi-

tion of the party of the people. “‘It is evi- 


_dent,” says the New York Commercial Ad- 
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‘The discontent cannot longer be cc 
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the rumbling of the coming storm all winter, 
and the first big drops have fallen within the 
last few days.’’ Those big{ drops,"it is ex- 
plained, are in the shape of the various local 
elections in all parts of the country in which 
the republicans have made gains. 

All this is very well, but it is certain that 
no trustworthy observer is likely to mistake 
a symptom of discontent for a sign of disso- 
lution. That there is discontent in the dem- 
ocratic party is certain, but that there is any 
crisis, or any prospect of a split, is a sugges- 
tion too absurd to dis¢uss. The discontent 
that has already made and will hereafter 
make itsclf felt isa very wholesome’symptom. 
The republican editors ought to bear in mind 
that the diseontent which has been made 
manifest affects not theparty, but the party 
leaders; There is’ no discontent with the 
party aud there will be none. ‘The feeling 
is wholesome and promisivg because it springs 
from a belief that these whe have the party 
interests in charge are catering to the desires 
of certain elements who desire to sec the 
party divided, defeated and broken. 

And the wholesome discontent will have 
its wholesome effect; if not now, then here- 
after. Men will be placed in office who be- 
lieve that the principles of the democratic 
party faithfully and courageously carried out 
are in the nature of the very reforms the 
country desires—the best for the country 
aud the best for the people. Men will be 
elected to office who believe that the inter- 
ests of the democratic party are the true in- 
terests of the people, and they will not hesi- 
tate to employ all honest and legitimate 
means to build the party up and carry out its 
principles. In regard to these things the 
party was never more united. 


Small Savings Again. 

The Savannah Morning News is wholly 
right when it says THE ConsriruTion did 
not intentionally misstate its views as to 
savings banks. - It seemed to us at the time 
that our Savannah contemporary considered 
the withdrawal of the deposits from the state 
as of little importance, because the deposits 
would be small and of brief continuance. 
The Morning News thus explains its posi- 
sition: ‘‘Only small sums would remain on 
deposit in the proposed postal savings banks. 
The idea sought to be conveye1l was that on 
account of the very low rate of interest that 
would be paid on deposits in these banks, 
depositors would draw out of them their sav- 
ings before they reacked considerable sums, 
and invest them where they would yield 
better returns.’’ This depends largely upon 
what constitutes ‘‘a considerable sum.”’ If 
one thousand dollars or thereabouts is ‘a con- 
siderable sum, our contemporary is at vari- 
ance with the ‘experience of all well- 
established savings banks. And in the pro- 
posed postal savings banks this would espe- 
cially be the case. Very many people, who 
are not accustomed to business transactions, 
seek safety first of all in depositing money, 
and the rate of interest is asecondary matter. 
Nearly all sound savings bank laws name a 
sum beyond which a depositor cannot go. 
The tendency is towards the accumulation 
of considerable sums, oftentimes to be held 
until disposed of at the death of thedeposi- 
tor. Therate of interest in all real savings 
banks is low, and in the proposed postal 
banks it would be lower still, but very many 
ignorant people would entrust all their sav- 
ings to the latter, because they would have 
absolute. confidence in the responsibility and 
honor of the government. Just so far as 
this was carried just so far would the state 
suffer. by the withdrawal of money from 
circulation and the channels of business. 
As a measure of depletion, where no abun- 
‘dance exists, the proposed postal savings 
banks would be unrivalled. They would 
postpone the establishment of state savings 
banks for a generation,and they would operate 
during that generation as a drain upon our 
resources, and therefore as a positive injury. 
We need all the currency we can attract 
within the lines of the state. 


“When Doctors Disagree,” Etc. 

One of the most irritating features of the 
prohibition controversy now raging through- 
out the land is the wide and irreconcilable 
difference of opinion among good men as to 
the duty of Christians in the premises. 

When the problem is viewed from a strict- 
ly Christian standpoint, the fight waxes 
hotter. When pious men and learned men 
honestly differ upon a question of moral re- 
form there is no limit to their fanaticism, 
bitterness and misdirected zeal. 

These reflections have been suggested by 
the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott’s exposition, in 
the Christian Union of the International Sun- 
day school lesson for April 18, on the miracle 
of the marriage feast at Cana. Many per- 
sons believe, of course, that our Saviour used 
wine as a beverage. They believe, also, that 
he turned water into wine at the marriage 
feast, but they have been informed, by writ- 
ers who have studied the subject deeply, 
that the wine referred to was unfermented. 
What are ignorant laymen to believe when 
this view is flatly contradicted by Christian 
teachers who are just as honest and just as 
well informed as those who take the other 
side of the question. To return to Dr. Ab- 
bott’s article. The doctor brings out the 
fact that in the time ot Christ there werenot 
only advocates of total abstinence, but even 
supporters of a prohibition policy. Ii is al- 
leged that neither movement received the 
slightest indorsement from Jesus. Yet there 
must have been drunkenness in those days. 
In Rome at that time there wasa modified 
prohibitory law forbidding women to drink 
wine. Then, there were the Essenes, pledged 
to total abstinence, to say nothing of John 
the Baptist, who wasa total abstainer under 
the vow of the Nagarite. All this brings out 
in strong contrast the policy of our Saviour, 
which Dr. Abbott thus summarizes :’ 

This was not the method of Jesus, He lived in 
an age of total abstinence societies, and did not 
join them. He emphasized the distinction between 
his method and that of John the Baptist by saying 
that John came neither eating nor drinking; the 
Son of Man came eating and drinking, Hecon- 
demned drunkenness, but never inasingle in- 
stance lifted up his voice in c6ndemnation of 
drinking. Onthe contrary, he commenced his 
public ministry by making, hy a miracle, wine in 
considerable quantity, and this apparently only to 
add to the joyous festivities of a wedding. He ap- 
parently used wine customarily, if not habitually, 
and before all the world; and he left asa legacy 


and example for his followers a sacred use of wine 
. in the most solemn service of His church. 


if such expositions are to accompany our 
Sunday school lessons, it goes without saying 
that teachers and pupils will not be very 
strongly confirmed in the prohibition faith. 
It is due, however, to Dr. Abbott to say that 
while he holds that ‘fermented liquors can- 
not be treated asa product of the devil, to 
be tabooed and driven outof existence, nor 
the making and drinking of a-pure wine as 
asin te be prohibited and condemned at: all.

DEATH OF A WELL KNOWN SCOTCHMAN 


The Career of James Smith, 
Friend of Mississippi.

THE CAROLINA FARMERS. 


| Bard at Work, With Géod Prospects of a 


Fruitful Yield. 

Cotvusra, S. €., April 13,—[Special.]—The 
farmers are putting their land in excellent condi- 
tion, and preparing to plant: Reports from all 
parts of the state tell ap en tale of thrift 
and progress. The prevailing idea with the farm- 
ers this year will be to make a living— 
thst is, to produce a food supply. Much more corn 
will be planted than was ever before planted in 
this. state. Less cotton will be planted. Crops 
will be diversified. Tobacco will be triedona 
pretty large scale in every county. More attention 
will be paid to fruit, melons and grapes. Colonel 
A. P. Butler, commissioner of agriculture, has re- 
ceived the subjoined interesting report from his 262 
correrpondents. 

The area in wheat has been decreased fonr 
cent as Compared with last year, and the condition 
is reported at seventy-eight, with 100 representi 
an average. The area in oatshas been incr 
thirty-four per cent, and the condition is reported 
atsevyenty-four. It is estimated that twenty-five 
per cent of the wheat planted and seventy.five _ 
cent of the fall sown oats were winter killed. Tae 
oats bave been very generally resown in the 
spring, and the origina) area will uot be materially 

imin shed. 

The condition of horses and work stock is re 
ported as an average, and in the upper counties 
they are reported in better condition than for 
several years. There is a slight falling off in the 
condition of cattle, sheep and hogs, owing tothe 
severity of the winter and the lack of proper care 
and shelter. Losses of cattle and hogs from dis- 
eases are reported, but such losses have not been 
serious. 

The correspondents estimate that, owing to the 
abundant corn crop of 1885, and the necessity for 
greater economy, that the amount of eg are pur- 
chased will be decreased 20 per cent below last 
year. The reports show that 8 per cent oravout 
is.060 bales, of last year’s cotton crop is in the 
hands of the farmers. 

A correspondent in Berkeley county says that 
fully €0 per cent of the sea island cotton isin the 
hands of the pianters. 3 : 

The correspondents generally agree that the pri- 
ority lien law has not affected farming operations 
materially, the only effect being a decreased num- 
ber of liens taken from farm hands, and the con- 
sequent improvement of farm labor. 

One hundred and seventy-eight of the corres- 
pondents report the labor ‘‘good,”’ twelve as ‘bad,’ 
and seventy-two as “indifferent.” 

Estimated upon the receipts received by the 
department, and without deductions for the area 
in wheat and oats destroyed by cold weather aad 
other causes, and which may not bave been re- 
planted, the area of the present year may be ap- 
proximately stated as follows: Wheat, 155,197 
acres, and oats 455 246 acres.

To the patient man the old 
style of sketching has its compensations; but to the 
artist who traveis by railroad and has no time to 
tarry, the detective camera must be an invaluable 
instrument. A sketch under the old conditions 
requires timeand patience, and is necessarily im- 
perfect. With the detective camera the time re- 
quired is the one hundred and twentieth part of a 
second. There is a snap, and the landseape is 
seized with allits varying lights and shadows—the 
sketch is made and is perfect. The little camera 
does its work so perfectly that a telegraph pole can 
be photographed from a train going at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour—the telegraph pole and all the 
aspects of the scenery beyond it. 


There is-no telling the amount of damage Mr. 
Gibson did with his machine .im Atlanta. Some- 
thing tells me—at least bids me hope—that he fired 
one deadly shot at the Whitehall cars that refuse 
to stop foralady. I am sure, too, that he seized 
some of the picturesque aspects of West End, As 
the machine is a recent invention—or rather a re-~ 
cent adaptation of photography—Mr. Gibson was 
very much surprised to find that some of the street 
Arabs in Atlanta knew what he had in his myste- 
rious box, and were careful to keep outof his way. 
They thought he was a detective, and objected to 
having their pictures taken. 7 
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I have seen it stated that Mr. William Schmidt, 
of Brooklyn, is the inventor of the detective cam- 
era, aud the little black box is destined to create a 
revolution in out-door photography. The focus of 
the camera can be adjusted for distances varying 
from ten to sixty feet, the sixty foot focus answer- 
ing for any long distance. 


Mr. Howells, the story writer, has been to all 
Harrigan’s plays in New York, and is immensely 
pleased with them. He saysthat Harrigan is not 
only an admirable actor, but that he is working in 
the right direction as a playwright. He works ex- 
clusively in the field of every day life to be found 
in certain picturesque quartersof New York city, 
His plays arethe most popular that haye ever 
been put on the stage in New York, and the pub- 
lic seems never to grow tired of them.

The material is waiting for 
some one to-appropriate and mould it—waiting 
for some country boy to grow up and give the 
world a new taste of the new world. Let us hope 
that the country boy isin his teens, and that he 
Wilinuot be spoiled by too much culnjre.

Colonel] Maddox called the meeting to order, 
end stated briefly what its objgcts were. 

Mr. H. W. Grady stated that before the re- 
ports of the committee were received, which 
would precipitate a discussion of the two 

 -outes to the sea, he desired to submit a propo- 
sition which had nothing to do with either 
route, and conld be promptly disposed of. In 
offering this proposition he could not say that 
it was feasible, but felt that Atlanta was con- 
fronted with 
A SERIOUS CRISIS, 
and ought to exhaust investigation in every 
quarter, as to What was the best course to pur- 
“exe. “As is well known” he said, “the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia system is to 
be sold on May 25th by order of the United 
States court. Itis held that the bondholders 
will buy the system, which means of course 
that they will pay themselves in bonds, It is 
probable that not a dollar of cash will change 
hands in the transaction. Now, I have au- 
thority for saying that when the sale was pro- 
pased it was suggested that the section of the 
road south of Atlanta be sold separately. It 
was thought better, however, to offer the sys- 
tem asa whole, the alleged cause being that 
“there would be no bidder for the Atlanta end. 
I understand that it is possible that an ar- 
rangement might still be made by which 
the road from Atlanta to Bruns- 
wick could be sold, or leased separately, 


_ and that Atlanta, by putting upasmall cash 


bonus, if the price could be agreed on, might 
pay the bulk of her payment in bonds, espec- 
ially as the entire system would bring nothing 
but bonds whenit is sold, andthe bonds 
would have nosecurity except the road on 
which there was a. mortgage. I move, there- 
fore,that a committee consisting of Colonel E.P. 
Howell, Captain R. J. Lowry, Mr. H. T. In- 
man, Mr. J. G. Oglesby, Judge H. B, Tomp- 
kins and Mr. Aaron Haas, be appointed to go 
to New York and ascertain whether or not 
the road from Atlanta to Brunswick could be 
purchased, and on what terms, and report the 
result.” 

“If,” continued Mr. Grady, “we can, bya 
small cash outlay secure this road, we will 
have a line already built to the ocean and in 
operation. If seme such man as Mr. Inman or

control of a line from Chattanooga to the sea.” 

The motion was put and carried. 

Colonel Maddox then called for a report of 
tle committees on the two routes. 

Mr. Howell, chairman of the Savannah river 
committee, said that his committee was ready 
to report through Mr. Grady, its statistics, 
and aleo through the delegations from towns 
alongthe line. In regard to the Macon and 


idea for Atlanta to build a line from Jackson 
acrers to Waynesboro. That would open up 
an exceedingly rifh country, as would be 
shown from the statistics collected by the 
committee. With the control of this division 
of the East Tennessee, Atlanta could be made 
the northern tetminal point of the proposed 
line to Waynesboro, and from its intersection 
at Jackson the distance to the Savannah river 
would be less than a hundred and fifty miles. 
Should this be done there would be no cost for 
the right of way in Atlanta for the now road. 

Mr. Grady said the counties through which 
the road to the Savannah river will run are 
among the richest in the state, comprising 
Fulton, Henry, Rockdale, Newton, Jasper, 
Putnam, Hancock, Glasscock, Jefferson and 
Burke. They were among the earliest settled, 
and have adense and rich population. They 
raise 111,000 bales of cotton, or one-seventh of 
the entire crop of the state. They raise 2.220,- 
000 bushels of corn; one-tenth of the corn crop 
of the state. They hold 14,200 farms, one- 
eighth of the farms in the state. These farms 
produce $8,037,000 worth of products, which is 
one-eighth of the entire farm products in the 
state. They are stocked with live stock, val- 
ued at $2,610,000, which is more than one- 
tenth of the live stock of the state, and they 
have a population of 188,000, which is more 
than one-seventh of the population of the 
state. There can 
¢ NOT TO BE FOUND IN GEORGIA 
the same number of contiguous counties so 
rich in people and products. The road that 
penetrated them would control a vast volume. 
of trade. Mr. Grady read a letter from Hon. 
W. J. Northen, of Sparta, who said that never 
since his residence of thirty years in Hancock 
had he seen the people so aroused in favor of 
an enterprise. 

Hon. J.8. Turner, chairman ofthe Eatonton 
delegation, said that his people were enthu- 
siastic. That he would be glad to see the road 
built today, so that he could ride home on it 
tomorrow. He said Putnam was one of the 
richest counties in.Georgia. It is out of debt, 
has a surplus in tlre treasury and is filled with 
prosperous people, Its trade was last year over 
six hundred thousand dollars in merchandise, 
and Eatonton received eighteen thousand 
bales of cotton. We want to goto Atlanta. 
We are now forced to goto Savannah. Our 
committee § rode fifteen miles in 
buggies and reached Atlanta in 
five hours. If we had gone all the way by rail 
it would have taken us seventeen hours. We 
are completely at the mercy of -the Central 


> railroad, and are forded to go to Macon or 


Savannah, because we can go nowhere else. If 
this road is built Iam authorized by our mer- 
chants to say that Atlanta will get two thirds 
of the trade of Putnam county. The delega- 


tion sent to you is representative in every 


sense, and you can rely on their statements. 
Ata meeting held last week $12,000 was sub- 
scribed immediately, This could be doubled 
in town, and the town subscription could be 
doubled in the county. Putnam is good for

Mr. Hurt said no matter how the committee 
felt, the figures of the engineers would be ac- 
curate, and the meeting would be decided 
from their estimates which was the best route, 
He hoped that only one committee would be 
made, 

Mr. Haas then withdrew his motion, and 
said thet whatever Atlanta decided on doing 
that he would give as much, according to his 
means, a8 any man in Atlanta. 

The motion to appoint a committee was then 
carried. 

Colonel Maddox said he would make Colo- 
nel G. W. Adair chairman of the committee, 
Mr. Hurt having declined. The other mem- 
bers of the committee were announced yester- 
day afternoon.

Lieutenant General Phil Sheridan, aecou- 
panied by General C. H. Tompkins, quarter- 
master general, and Colonel 8. C, Keilozg, 
nid-de-camp, reached Atlanta yesterday after 
noon from Cincinnati and registered at the 
Kimball. 

The fact that General Sheridan would ar- 
rive at 2:25 p.m, was known at the Kimball, 
and when the general walked up to the regis- 
ter, quitea number of the guests of the 
house were present to take a look at him. A 
CONSTITUTION reporter was on hand, and as 
General Sheridan stood near the cotn- 
ter, waiting to be assigned to 
a room, an - excellent opportunity 
was had to note his size and features. The

Thieves Enter and Carry Away Zinc, Grates 
and Windows. 


“Do you know,” said a real estate agent yes- 
terday, “that the board of police commission- 
ers had no idea of the depredations that are 
being made on vacant houses, when the quess 
tion was being discussed Monday night?” 

“No; don’t know anything about it,” an- 
swered at CONSTITUTION reporter. ‘Do you?” 

“Well, yes, a little. I have a good list of 
houses here, and every time I rent one I have 
repairing to do before a tenant can use it. 
Why, the thieves break open a door, and then 
they steal every lock on the inside 
of the house. They tear out the 
grates, take down the mantels, take 
the doors off the closets, take down the doors 
between the rooms, tear the zinc off the bath 
tubs and ‘then carry them away.” 

“It’s a wonder they leave the houses,” sug- 
gested the reporter. 

“Tn some instances they don’t leave much. 
In one instance they carried away from a 
house on my lista porch. The porch was a 
Jarge one on the back side of the house, and 
they took it all, roof, floor and posts. I have 
known them to carry away not only the win- 
dows, glass and sash, but to take along the 
shutters. In fact it isn’t safe to leave a house 
vacant, just now.” 

“What do they do with what they take?’ 

“Sell it. They can sell the windows, shut- 
ters and lumber to-some negro who is build- 
ing and who don’t care if they are stolen. 
Then they break up the grates, hearths and 
zine and sell it te some junk dealer, Oh, they 
make it pay.”

FOR TEN YEARS. 


Judge Clarke Gives Joe Redan Ten Years to 
tepent. 


Joe Redan, the negro who assaulted Mrs. 
Mattie Thornton, was yesterday sentenced 
to ten years in thestate’s penitentiary. 

Redan was tried before Judge R. H. Clarke, 
in the superior court, and the evidence was 
overwhelmingly against him.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 


Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, April 13—Values touched lower points 
today than yesterday, notwithstanding a de- 
crease in the visible supply of wheat, according 
to official figures, of over 1,000,000 bushels. The 
market, however, was not without strength. At 
opening prices were quite firm at an advance of 4c 
over yesterday's late quotations. This came from 
public cables, reporting an advance of 8d for wheat 
on cargoes off coast; but the advance could not be 
explained in any way, and tailed to meet with gen- 
eral belief. Foratime this kept the market around 
opening figures. Offerings became large, however 
with some buyers, and under this pressure the mar- 
ket sagged off from 77%%c bid for May to 76%, ral- 
lied to 774%c and closed at about that figure at 1 
o’clock. In the afternoon the weakness was again 
pronounced, May declining to 76 11-160 and closing 
at 76 13-l6c. 

The eorn pit witnessed a moderate trade, but the 
operators were largely in the way of changes, and 
for this reason trading was unaltered by any fea- 
ture of interest. 

Mess pork ranged pretty steady downward with- 
in limits of 1¢c. At times the provision pit was de- 
serted and at others moderately active. The de- 
cline was quite easy and steady. In the afternoon 
the feeling in provisions was quite weak, and the 
market ruled lower.

“THE BALL GAME. 


THE SECOND GAME BETWEEN AT- 
LANTA AND NASHVILLE. 


The Atlantas Hold Their Visitors Down Very Well, 
and Have the Gamein Their Favor, When an 
Brror Causes the Tables to Turn— 

The Nashvilles Win Again—Etc. 


The Atlanta club leaves today for Charles- 
ton, and will play sixteen games before they 
return, meeting each of the clubs to the south 
of us. Atlanta’s hopes go out with them, and 
they are relied on to hold to the pen- 
nant shehas won. Messrs. Ryan, Brown and 
Venable, who engaged the team and who are 
in charge of them, acted with deliberation and 
according to their best judgment. They en- 
gaged such players as they thought were 
strong, and have done their very best to put 
them in fine shape. They and the players, 
themselves, are entitled to the support of the 
people, 


Yesterday’s game_was lost in the 6th inning 
by a glaring instance of the lack of discipline, 
and steady coaching, which we have repeat- 
edly commented on; to explain, Atlanta had 
three and Nashville one. Nashville was at 
the bat. Two men were out, Marr was on 
third, Goldsby on second,and Hillery hita 
grounder to McDonald, who fumbled it, let- 
ting Hillery make first. Marr started for 
home, and Goldsby ranup from second to- 
wards third, McDonald ran into the diamond 
holding the ball to head off Marr irom home. 
Hethrew the ball to Lyon, he threw it to 
Kline, who was between Goidsby and second. 
Goldsby then ran on to third 
base and Marr towards home. 
Kline threw the ball to Lynch, who 
was standing on the home plate, and who 
threw the ball wildly two or three feet above 
Lyons’s head, letting in Marr, Goldsby and 
Hillery. Threemen thus scored. After this 
fiasco Nashville won as she pleased. 

Atlanta played brilliantly yesterday, but 
almost absolutely without coaching. Of 
the five visitors who tried to _ steal 
second four were put out. There was bril- 
liant playing and heavy hitting, but the fatal- 
ity with which the club loses its head in a 
tight place wiped out everything. In the 
fourteen games that have been played Atlanta 
has never put a man out when she caught him 
between bases. Some of the players say that 
they have not felt the necessity in exhibition 
games of playing as earnestly and compactly 
and desperately as if the championship de- 
pended on it, and when the season opeas they 
will get down towork.

THE PASSOVER. _ 


PREPARATION FOR CELEBRATING 
THE FESTIVAL. 


The Jewish Citizens of Atlanta Getting Ready to Ob- 
serve the Feast of the Passover—Unieaven 
Bread to be Eaten—What the Festival 
is—Interesting Facts About It. 


The Jewish citizens of Atlanta are busily 
engaged preparing for the Feast of Uuleaven- 
ed Bread. This is the first of the three great 
annual feasts instituted by Moses and is in 
commemoration of the departure of the chil- 
dren of Israel from Egypt. Three thousand 
one hundred and fifty-eight years ago the 20th 
of this month Moses began his pilgrimage. In 
the 12th chapter of Exodus it is recorded that 
the Lord spoke unto Moses and Aaron com- 
manding that on a certain day each family 


should slay a lamb and 
SPRINKLE THE BLOOD 
on the two side posts and above the door of 
the house in which the lamb is eaten “‘with 
unleavened bread and with bitter herbs.”’ The 
lamb was to be eaten “with your loins girded, 
your shoes on your feet, and your staff in your 
hand; and ye shall eatit in haste; it isthe 
Lord’s ver.” “For,” saith the Lord, “I 
will pass through the land of Egypt this night 
and will smite all the first born in the land of 
Egypt, both man and beast. * * * and the 
blood shall be to you for a_ token 
upon the houses where ye are, and when I see 
the blood I will pass over you and the plague 
shall not be upon you to destroy you, .. . 
and this day shall be unto you for a memo- 
rial,” 
THE PLAGUES OF EGYPT. 

Moses’s rod had been turned into a serpent 
and back to a rod again. The wonderful work 
of delivering the children of Israel from the 
bondage of the Egyptians had been begun. 
The river had been turned to blood, the 
plagues of the lice and flies, the murtain of 
beasts, the plagues of hail and locusts and 
darkness, all had come, but still “‘Pharaoh’s 
heart was hardened and he would not let 
them go.” At last the terrible death plague 
was sent. and “there was a great cry in Egypt, 
for there was not a house where there was not 
one dead.” Then it was that a wail went up 
from Egypt; and the children of Israel were 
not only allowed to go, but were told to 

GO IN HASTE, 
and not stand on the order of their going. 
The people baked their dough before it was 
leavened because ther kneading troughs were 
packed for the traveling. 

It is in memory of this departure that 
the approaching festival is to be ob- 
served. Every Jewish household in the 
land is being put in order and 
next Monday will find everything in trim con- 
dition for the feast. Mr. Scwartz, the janitor 
of the Hebrew congregation, has sent to New 
York and secured for the Hebrew citizens of 
Atlanta the necessary amount of 

UNLEAVENED BREAD, 
which he is now delivering. On the evening 
of the 19th exercises will be held at the syna- 
gogue, and again on Tuesday, the 20th, exer- 
cises will be held there. The orthodox Jews 
will have ceremonies at home on the evening 
of the 19th. At these private ceremonies there 
will be unleavened bread representing the kind 
of bread the children of Israel ate in their 
haste to leave Egypt; bitter herbs, represent- 
ing the bitterness of bondage; and a mixture 
representing the morter used to build the 
cities that were built for Pharaoh during the 
time of slavery.. There will also be a repre- 
sentation of 
THE PASCHAL LAMB 

and red wine representing the Red sea. This 
“Paschal meal” is a hallowed family feast. 
Orthodox Jews are very particular about the 
wine used and will take none that is not seal- 
ed with a seal showing that it comes from a 
Jewish vineyard. Often this wine is 
brought from Jerusalem. For seven days 
after this first day of the feast 
the only bread eaten is unleavened bread. 
This bread is made in little cakes something 
like a large cracker, and contains nothing but 
water and flour. The festival closes on the 
27th, witha holy convocation atthe syna- 
gogue.
